Internal Affairs Cause as Much 

Uneasiness as the Exter- 
■ nal Situation. 



STRONG REVOLUTIONARY TENDENCIES

London. May 4.— The Madrid corre- 
spondent of the Daily Mall telegraph- 
ing Tuesday Bays: 

"There is no longer any doubt that 
the internal situation is causing the 
government almost as much uneasiness 
as the external. Monday night's dem- 
onstration was one of the most ser- 
ious in some time since those openly 
participating showed their revolution- 
ary tendencies. Cries were raised of 
•Down with the Bourbons,' 'Long live 
Don Cnrlos,' "Long live the republic,' 
and 'Long live Weyler.' 

"The first move of the demon- 
iterators, over a thousand strong, was 
to the house of (Jen. Weyler with the 
object of cheering him. He did not 
appear, and the crowd then went to 
the residence of Senor Sagasta. where 
the ministers were in conference, 
and shouted in favor of his 
resignation. Senor Aguilcra, civil 
governor of Madrid broke up the pro- 
cession with the aid of the police who 
were badly stoned and had to charge 
the crowd. The authorities thereup- 
on met with Senor Aguilcra who an- 
nounced his iutention of resigning, 
aaying that it cost him great trouble 
to repress such manifestations, and 
that he was not able to answer for or- 
der with the powers at his disposal. 

"Thereupon the edict was issued 
placing Madrid under niartiul law. and 
the military governor. Oen. Dabun. re- 
ceived stringent orders from Lit u. Cor- 
ret, the minister of war, for the 
preservation of peace. 

"Meanwhile the cabinet council i 
discussing the political situation ii 
Spain. Adm. Uermejo. minister o 
marine, and (Jen. Cnrrea are strongl; 
in favor of an immediate suspension o 
the constitutional guarantees, a step 
which requires closing the cortes. The 
other members of the cabinet, h< 
ever, consider this inconvenient at 
present moment, because it would wipe 
out many years of the history of the 
liberal party. 

"There is a general belief thai 
total cabinet crisis is imminent and 
that it will probably end in a consii 
arable modification of the present go' 
ernment, possibly in the formation c

It Was Decided to Maintain

Philippine 



TROOPS TO BE SENT TO DEWEY'S AID 



At Least 5.000 Troops From the Pa- 
ciilc Slope Will Be Dispatched

Dewey and then to send him the num- 
ber of troops he deems necessary to 
enforce our control of the Philippines. 
The whole session was consumed in a 
general discussion of pastevents. The 
administration has practically decided 
to occupy the Philippines with 
a strong military force aa soon 
as possible after Commodore 
Dewey's report, which is expected by 
Wednesday, has been received. For 
this purpose Pacific slope troops will 
be used, aud it is expected that 
at least 5.000 will be en route within 
the next ten days. There does not 
seem to be any doubt as to the govern- 
ments purpose to hold these islands

High of- 
ficials are of the opinion that none of 
the powers will seriously dispute our 
right to make such final disposition 
of the islands aa suits our purpose 
in the enforcement of war claims 
against Spain, and in any event 
this government will be prepared 
to contest any point which may be 
raised on this score. As indicated in 
Secretary Long's request Tuesday for 
an emergency appropriation, the gov- 
ernment will take steps at once to sup- 
ply Commodore Dewey's fleet with pro- 
visions and other supplies, including 
ammunition and coal, and to this end 
will dispatch at the earliest possible 
moment a sufficient number of ships to 
supply amply all possible needs of the 
Asiatio squadron. These supplies will 
be forwarded at once without waiting 
a decision of the question aa to wheth- 
er or not troops shall be sent 
out to relieve the commodore of 
the necessity of policing Manila with 
men from hia fleet One ship has been 
secured already aa a collier. It is said 
to be a much fleeter vessel than those 
usually so employed, but it will take 
her about three/ weeks to reach Ma- 
nila, and she may stop en route at 
Honolulu to replenish her own coal 
supply from the large accumulation 
held there by Adm.

ABOUT CUBA. 

Cuba Is divided into six provinces, 
tach with the capita) of the same name. 
Its area is 41.653 English square miles. 
The Governor General 1* assisted by a 
Council of Administration, nominated by 
royal decree, and the island is represented 
in the Spanish Cortes by sixteen Senators 
and thirty Deputies Ten per cent, of

ABOUT THE 1'HU.MrlNB ISLANDS. 

The Phillipine Islands extend almost 
due North and South from Formosa to 
Borneo and the Molucca*, embracing an 
extent of sixteen degrees of latitude and 
nine of longitude. They are oyer 400 in 
number; the two largest we Luzon (srea 
40,094 English square mile*) and Mlnda 
nao. The capital of the Phillipine*. Ma- 
nila, ha* 164.088 inhabitant* (1887;) other 
towns are Laoag, 30,642; Llpa, 43,408; 
Banang. 35,598; Batanga*. 35.587. There 
Is a small resident Spanish population, 
but a large number of Chinese.. The na 
tive inhabitants are mostly of the Malayan 
race, but there are some tribes *f Negri- 
tos. The Government is administered by 
a Governor General and a Captain Gen 
eral, and the forty three provinces are 
ruled by Governor*. Alcalde* or Com- 
mandants, according to their importance 
and position. 

The estimated revenue of the Phillipine 
Islands in 1894-95 wa* £2,715,980, and ex- 
penditures £3,656,026. There is an export 
duty on tobacco, and almost every article 
of foreign production Is heavily taxed on 
being imported. On muslin* and petro- 
leum the duty is about 100 per cent, of 
the coat. 

The chief products are hemp, sugar, 
coffee, copra, tobacco leaf, cigars and 
indigo. Gold mining is being carried on 
in Luzon with favorable prospects, and 
coal mining in Cebru, where, when ar 
rangements for carriage are completed, 
the output is expected to be about 5,000 
tons a month. 

In 1894 the total imports were valued at 
$28,530,000 and experts 983.200,000. In 
1395 the chief exports were hemp, 833,389 
bales, (one bale weighs about 250 pound*,) 
valued at £1,665,000; sugar. 380,083 toq*, 
valued at £1,205.000; copra, 61,438 piculs, 
valued at £283,000; tobacco leaf, 307,371 
quintals; cigars, 164,430.000; coffee, 194 
tons. Owing to disease the production of 
coffee is falling off. The chief imports 
are rice, dour, wines, dress, petroleum, 
coal. In 1895 177,620 piculs of rice were 
imported from Hong Kong, Saigon and 
Singapore; 01,391 tons of coal from Aus- 
tralia and Japan and 357,538 cases Of 
petroleum.
